NEW YORK, June 8.— The general 
executive committee of the Railway 
Business Association, which represents

Commerce 
Commission over freight rates charges, 
such provision be enacted forthwith 
to go Into effect upon Its passage. By 
this recommendation of the President, 
the powers and duties of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission are to be 
greatly enlarged and In the present 
emergency it Is decreed that the ap- 
proval of hundreds of thousands of 
freight rates must be given by the 
commission before effectuation.

BERLIN, JJuno, Rudolph Francke 
who was associated with Dr. Freder- 
ick A. Cook in Arctic exploration, haa 
brought suit against Cqrnmunder Rob- 
ert '13, Peary j u the sum of $10,000. 
This amount is estimated as half the 
value of furs and walrus and narwhal 
teeth, which Francke bought from 
natives in the Arctic regions, upon 
arrangement with Dr. Cook that they 
should sharu them half and half. 

According to Francke's statement, 
Commander Peary found him serious- 
ly ill at Etah, owing to a fall on a 
glacier and took advantage of this 
circumstance to demand the Arctic 
collection as tiie price for the trans- 
porting him to America. Praneke 
claims that ho did not act of his own 
free will, but by compulsion. Ho says 
that Peary set aside part of his col- 
lection to present to ex-President 
Roosevelt. The papers in the suit 
were served on Commander Peary at 
a hotel this evening. He refused to 
take them when they were handed to 
him by a deputy and the officer then 
laid them on a table in the prcsenco 
of a witness, calling the commander's 
attention to the fact that this was a 
legal service. 

Earlier in the day when the report 
of an action against Commander Peary 
uas being noised about, the com- 
mander sought out the United States 
Ambassador, David Jayno Hill, and 
submitted the case to him. He de- 
clared that ho left the case in the am- 
bassador's hands, and had washed his 
bands of the whole affair. He declin- 
ed to make any statement. Com- 
mander Peary gave a lecture tonight 
to a crowded house, through an in- 
terpreter. He will leave for London 
tomorrow.

CALITRI, June S.— The ruins of Hal- 
ltrl and adjoining villages were inspect- 
ed today by King Victor Emmanuel and 
Queen Holena. Most of the houses in 
Calltrl have been destroyed, and the 
people who escaped from the effects of 
the earthquake are camping In the fields. 
Thirty more bodies have been uncovered, 
while eight or tea more are thought to 
bo still under the fallen walls. Two 
were taken out hi the presence of the 
King. The dead will total nearly one 
hundred. 

One section of the town is almost com- 
pletely buried under the walls of a feud- 
al castle, which was topplod over by the 
first heavy shock, nnd came crashing 
down the hill, crushing the houses be- 
low. Tho work of excavating Is being 
carried on rapidly by the civil authori- 
ties and soldiers, but contrary to the ex- 
periences at Messina and Rfaggio, no ono 
is being unearthed alive A two-year-old 
baby was found beside a heap of wreck- 
age unharmed. 

The Duke of Aosta also visited the 
villages and inspected the work of re- 
lief. Ho left tonight for Naples, The 
sovereigns did not rest nor sleep for 36 
hours. When they departed tonight for 
Rome there were touching demonstra- 
tions, many of the women kneeling be- 
fore the Queen. Tha visit of their 'Ma- 
jesties 1ms done much towards restoring 
order and confidence, and the King's last 
act before his departure was to Issue 
Instructions that every possible relief 
measure bo taken to care for tho stricken 
people.

Tho assembly de- 
clares that It cannot rest satisfied 
while the criminal code legalizes the 
vice of gambling which debuses thou- 
sands of lives. 

Rev. Dr. John Pringle was a speak- 
er. The report on evangelism was 
presented by Rev. Dr. C. W. Gordon, 
seconded by Goo. E. Ross. The sys- 
tematic houefience report and that 
on the laymen's missionary movement 
were presented. 

Coronation Oath.

Following up the endorsation of the 
North Pacific Library Association 
that Victoria should be the convention 
place of the American library Asso- 
ciation for lull, the Vancouver Island 
Development League will forward a 
large quantity of literature for distri- 
bution at the general meeting to be 
held nt Mackinaw on June 29th. 
Thanhs to the efforts of Mr. E. O. S. 
Scholefield, provincial librarian, Vic- 
toria will have the solid support of 
the 150 delegates from the Pacific 
coast, and with the attractions of tho 
city advantageously heralded It is felt 
that it possesses a good chance of be- 
ing nominated as the convention point. 

City's Vie for Honor 

As generally understood among 
library workers and members of the 
association, a Canadian meeting place 
is favored for various reasons, and 
the choice lies naturally between this 
city and Ottawa the Federal Capital 
having been working for the honor 
during several years past; but being 
somewhat handicapped by a reputed 
Inadequacy of- hotel accommodations 
for the number who must be provided 
for.' This handicap does not confront 
Victoria, a fact which Dr. A. E. Bost- 
wick of St. Louis, tlie special repre- 
sentative of the A. L. A. proved to 
his own entire satisfaction during a 
brief visit to tho city on Monday — 
a visit for the specific purpose of In- 
vestigating Victoria's special advan- 
tages in order that he might report 
from direct personal knowledge to 
the executive when the matter of the 
meeting place is presented for tinal 
decision. 

Should Victoria secure the interna- 
tional convention It will tiring for six 
full convention business days and un- 
doubtedly if >r a considerably Ioniser 
holiday in the case of the majority 
of the visitors upwards of live hun- 
dred of the foremost librarians and 
educationists of the world, gentlemen 
Who by their peculiar position as 
closely In touch with and enjoying a 
relationship somewhat akin to that of 
public advisors possess opportunities 
to be tlie most helpful of all friendly 
ambassadors in promoting a knowledge 
of Victoria and its charms through 
future vcars. 

No one requires to be convinced of 
the acquaintance of the public li- 
brarian with his public or t > he told 
of die exceptional opportunities pos- 
sessed by him of disseminating infor- 
mation about and speaking a good 
word for such cities as possess the 
appeal of his personal acquaintance. 

The neighbors of the states of JVash- 
ington and Oregon are preparing to 
campaign In Victoria's behalf. 

It will be In order for Victoria to 
lead the way in contesting for her own 
honors and Interests. 

Tho Association 

The American Library Association, 
It may be noted for tlie information 
of the curious, embraces all the li- 
brarians of the United States, nearly 
all the librarians of Canada, with a 
plentiful sprinkling of leading repre- 
sentatives of the libraries of Great 
Britain and Australia. While it is 
named the "American Library Asso- 
ciation" It has really become In Its 
expansion and growth during the past 
twenty-five years of its useful exist- 
ence, almost an Anglo-Saxon nation 
institution. The activities of tlie as- 
sociation arc devoted t> the better- 
ment of library system, the augmenta- 
tion of the general efficiency of public 
libraries, the develooment of Improved 
J taste In tlie public's reading. 

Among those especially prominent in 
| the association's life and work are Dr. 
Herbert Putnam, the Librarian of 
Congress; Dr. Richardson, of Prince- 
ton University; Prof. Meivil Dewey, 
the author of the celebrated Dewey 
decimal system of classification, now 
the standard classification of tlie 
world; tlie Librarian of the British 
Museum; .Mr. Griffin, tlie Librarian of 
the Federal Parliament, Ottawa;; Mr. 
Lawrence Burpee, the Public Libra- 
rian of Ottawa — Indeed all the foremost 
librarians of the English-speaking 
world. 

And these are not merely guardians 
of many books; ihey ere heart-and- 
soul Imbued with the enthusiasm of 
the educationist librarian who look* 
upon lils library. upon all good li- 
braries,' as "The People's University." 

The present membership of the as- 
sociation exceeds nine or ten thousand 
librarians, and it Is c mfldently expect- 
ed that from five hundred upwards, 
many of them with flielr wives or other 
relatives, would come to Victoria If 
the International convention Is arrang- 
ed for this city In .Tune of next year. 
Opportunity Given, 

At the Just closed meeting in Port- 
land of the North Pacific Library As- 
sociation, opportunity was afforded 
Air. Scholelield of this city by tliu 
President of the Divisional Associa- 
tion, to "make a few remarks as to 
tln> splendid desirability of Victoria" n:i 
the scene of the next great librarians' 
congress. The Provincial Librarian 
having responded, .the effect of his ar- 
guments and contagious enthusiasm 
was evidenced in the Immediate pres- 
entation of a resolution by Miss .Mary 
Frances lsom, Librarian of the Port- 
land Public Library, seconded by Li- 
brarian Hltt of the State Library at 
Olympic, Wn.', "that this association 
unanimously request that the meeting 
of the A. L. A. be held in Victoria 
In 11)11" — the adoption of this resolu- 
tion meaning that Tacoma, Seattle, 
Lellingham and other places which 
had been candidates for the conven- 
tion, resigned in favor ot the British 
Columbia Capital. 

The resolution earreld unanimously, 
and ways and means of carrying the 
day In Victoria's behalf immediately 
came under discussion. 

Dr. A. E. Bostwlck, of St. Louis, 
Mo., one of tho pre-eminent librarians 
of the United States, and nn author 
of repute with many works to his 
credit, who represented tho A. L. A. 
at the Portland meeting, immediately 
after hearing tlie remarks of Victoria's 
champion, decided that he would come 
here and see for himself this city and 
land of charms, so that 'he might lie 
able, to report direct to the executive 
from his personal knowledge when 
tlie matter came forward for -decision. 
He accordingly arrived In Victoria on 



Monday, and quickly satisfied himself 
that Victoria could offer ample first 
quality hotel accommodation, besides 
which a suitable hall for so large an 
assembly must be available. 

As Mr. Scholefleld's guest the dis- 
tinguished author, educationalist and 
librarian was shown the Hons of the 
city and the beauty of its environs, 
and beforo he took his departure on 
his eastward way he expressed the 
unqualified opinion that Victoria In 
as a convention city. He assured Mr. 
Sehoiefleld that personally he would 
do all that he possibly could to Induce 
the acceptance ot Victoria's Invitation 
for the convention of 1011. The asso- 
ciation is anxious to give Its next 
meeting to Canada not having fore- 
gathered In the Dominion since the 
Montreal meeting now several years 
ago. Ottawa Is In the field for the 1911 
meeting, as also Is Los Angeles, but 
for certain well understood reasons the 
convention Is unlikely to go to the 
southern Coast state. 

The all important matter as to 
whether or not Victoria Is to enter- 
tain the association of librarians and 
educationists one year hence will be 
decided at an executive meeting of 
the A. L. A. to he held at Mackinac, 
Ills., early In the coming month.

that important section. 




TO CITY SCHOOLS 



Sum of $6,000 to Be Spent in 
Effecting Improvements — 
High Tenders for Erecting 
Flagpoles 



Repairs to the amount of, approxi- 
mately. $11,000 will be carried out at 
the city schools during the summer 
vacation according to a decision 
reached by the board of school trus- 
tees at Its usual monthly meeting 
held last night. The amount of work 
to be carried out Is apportioned as 
follows: South Park School, $2,750; 
Kingston Street School, $100; North 
Ward, $^00; Victoria West, J210; Con- 
tra] School, 5SL'o; High School. $900; 
and Rock Bay School. $50. In con- 
nection with South Park School in 
which, remodelling and overhauling ot 
the plumbing arrangements are neces- 
sary. Mr. D. C. Frayne will act as 
architect. 

Contract for the supply of coal for 
school uses during the next year has 
been awarded to the Victoria Fuel 
Company, at a cost of $o.i:i per ton. 

Two tenders wire received for tho 
erection of six flagpoles at tlie dif- 
ferent city schools. The lower tender 
was $'l,971 and the other $3, IDS. The 
price appeared exorbitant to the 
school trustees, and the matter was 
referred to the building and grounds 
committee. The flagpoles which have 
already been secured and arc lying 
in tlie rough at the mills of the Cam- 
eron Lumber Company are unusually 
long, and probably nowhere else in 
the world could such poles be so easily 
obtained. Two of them are In tho 
neighborhood of 150 feet in lent;:],, 
wlille the specification calls for the 
erection of poles 110 feet in length. 

Permission was granted by the 
buard to Mr. Q, T. Smith, a former 
principal of a Toronto school, to uti- 
lize the High School grounds in the 
evenings for a class of boys ranging 
In age from 12 to M years, Mr. Smith 
undertaking to see that the boys are 
properly supervised and that no dam- 
age is done to tlie grounds. 

Kingston Street School 

Trustee Riddell pointed out that the 
city council had as yet taken no ac- 
tion In the matter of putting In. re- 
pair Its property adjoining the King- 
ston Street School, to which Its at- 
tention had been drawn a month ago. 
The school board took no action In 
the matter. 

A resolution submitted by Trustee 
niddel] requiring medical certificates 
for teachers as well as pupils in tlie 
schools was shelved until the next 
meeting of the hoard, the consensus 
of opinion being that the question re- 
quired further consideration. 

The question of further extending 
the equipment of the manual train- 
ing school received considerable at- 
tention, the matter being finally re- 
ferred to the building and grounds 
committee in conjunction with tlie 
city .superintendent with power to act. 
It developed In this connection that 
the manual training room In the new 
George Jny school was too small, and 
that it would be necessary to build 
an addition 30x50 feet to provide ac- 
commodation for the twenty-four 
benches required. The matter lias 
been referred to); tho building and 
grounds committee. 

All the members of the board were 
present at tbe meeting. 



Incendiary Who "Stood Off" 
American Officers Yields 
Quietly to Members of the 
Provincial Police

Once again the provincial police of 
British Columbia have proven their 
quality as man catchers and won the 
cordial commendation of the American 
authorities to tho south. In the present 
case the good service stands lo the 
credit of Chief Bunbury of Greenwood, 
Who a few days ago quietly landed In 
jail one 13. V. Kinney, wanted at Molson 
for arson, ond who, It was declared, 
would never be captured without a san- 
guinary battle. 

lOd. Burden's hotel at Molson was de- 
stroyed by firo on Sunday, the 2!Ull 
ultimo, the blaze being obviously of In- 
cendiary origin. There were upwards of 
twenty people sleeping in the house at 
the time, many of whom had lo leap 
from upper windows In order to save 
their lives. One young woman fell on 
an adjoining roof and was slightly In- 
jured. 

B. V '. Kinney was seen to conic out of 
tlie house Just us It began to blaze, 
mount Ills horse and ride away. Sheriff 
.Jones and two others attempted to ar- 
rest him, but lie stood the trio off with a 
revolver, declaring that be would not 
surrender, as he feared lynching. 

Kinney crossed the line and a message 
containing Ids description and particu- 
lars of the case against him was sent to 
the provincial police office at Green- 
wood. Chief Bunbury, accompanied by 
"Billy" Wilson, tool: the trail at once, 
and after a hard ride of fifty miles, cap- 
tured Kinney In a shack on Anarchist 
mountain. He did not resist arrest, and 
made no "gun play." 

Within twenty-fo lr hours or tlie re- 
ceipt of ids message. Chief Bunbury had 
the prisoner safe in the Greenwood Jail.

The decision of tlie provincial govern- 
ment to place a reserve on a largo tract 
of land in the Buttles Lake district will 
be discussed at the monthly meeting; of 
the board of trade to be held nt •'! p. in. 
today. Tlie members of the board be- 
lieve that tlie question of a provincial 
park should not he allowed to rest at its 
present slope. It is five years since tlie 
board urged the action now taken by the 
government. The suggestion has been 
made that steps should now bo taken to 
havo the area in question surveyed and 
tlie boundaries properly defined, means 
of access also being provided immediate- 
ly. It Is felt that if tlie country is 
made accessible It will soon become u 
point of attraction as one of the beauty 
snots of Vancouver Island. As I In; 
bringing about of this desired end will 
lake time, tlie board will probably urge 
the government to take immediate steps 
lo commence the work. 

Another matter to como beforo the 
meeting, and one which will likely pro- 
voke n considerable discussion, is a re- 
port of a special committee .on the Com- 
panies' Ad. which comes Into effect on 
the 1st proximo. Some of the restric- 
tions placed upon extra provincial coin- 
panics are considered too Inquisitorial. 
The general vlow of supporters of the 
measure is that It is preposterous that 
the Intelligence of the members of die 
local bouse should allow such n measure 
to pass unless Its good points outweigh- 
ed 1 1 bad features, and that it. was Im- 
possible to frame no act which would re- 
concile every Interest affected to- its 
operation. It Is considered th.nl when 
the provisions of tho act are better un- 
derstood Unit It will hi: a measure 
worthy of Its place on the statute books 
of the province. Moreover. Ihe act 
originated in the necessity lor tlie con- 
solidation of previous acts. From these 
points it. will bo Judged that, a lively dis- 
cussion is likely to ensue at a meeting 
which should lie largely attended.

ON LONE TRAIL 



Tragedy of the North Disclosed 
by Report of Mounted Police 
to Superintendent of Provin- 
cial Police 



Another tragedy of tho north has 
come to light In the rinding by the, 
Indiana of the body of H. M. Btck- 
ford, an American, who in July of 
laat year went from Per.ee River 
Crossing Into the mountains on iu 
trapping and prospecting trip. . He 
was accompanied on the trip by two 
fellow-countrymen. Dean and Wll- 
llenburg, both of whom possessed bad 
records. When In tho following Oc- 
tober tho latter two returned to Peace 
River Crossing and reported that ow- 
ing to trouble with their teeth they 
had decided to come out, leaving Blck- 
ford behind, there was some suspicion 
that there had been troublo between 
the three. 

The Royal Northwest Mounted 
Police were notified of tho occurrence 
and instructions were issued for _ a 
search for Bickford. On May '1G 
last a trapper arrived at Peace Rivet- 
Crossing and reported that Indians 
had discovered the dead body of Bick- 
ford at a point on the south branch 
of the north fork of the Pine River 
about 200 miles south of St. John's 
and about llfteen miles from where ho 
had had his winter quarters on the 
Pine River. 

When the Indians found the body 
It was face down on the hands and 
knees close to a trap, as if Bickford 
hud died while in the act of lighting 
a lire. The Indians reported their 
lind to Government Agent Campbell, 
who investigated, and a trapper car- 
ried his report to the police. Tho 
supposition is that Bickford was in 
an exhausted state, his food having 
consisted of Hour alone during the 
very cold spell last winter. 

As the spot at which the body was 
found la located in British Columbia 
tho Mounted Police communicated the 
incident to Superintendent of Provin- 
cial Police F. S. Hussey. 



WILL PROCEED TO 
ESTABLISH RATING 



Appointment of Commission by 
Federal Government Follows 
Representations Made by 
Provincial Authorities 



It Is expected that tho execution of 
his commission from the Dominion 
Government, to act with Inspector 
"Yllliams in establishing a basis for 
ruture boat ratings In tho Northern 
«almon rivers, will constitute Deputy 
Commissioner Babcock's last special 
commission prior to his departure for 
his new scene of activity, ills home 
state of California. The work of the 
new federal commission will be taken 
up almost Immediately by Messrs. 
Babcock and Williams, and ratings 
next season will be based upon their 
report. 

This year the northern canneries 
are operating under a boat rating 
issued by the Provincial Government. 
When this rating was announced sev- 
eral weeks ago by Hon. Mr. Bowser 
he intimated that it would be subject 
to alteration next year. At the time 
he gavo this intimation he had in 
mind the probability of his being able 
to induce the Federal Government to 
join with the province in establishing 
a rating which would be put Into 
force in 1911 and endure for a lixed 
period of years, probably five. 

Prior to declaring a boat rating 
for the canneries on Rivers Inlet, 
tho Slceena and l\'aas Rivers, Hon. 
Mr. Bowser notified Hon. L. P. Bro- 
deur of his intention. When the 
rating was Issued he notified the 
federal department concerning its 
terms and then followed with a sug- 
gestion that Mr. Babcock and Mr. 
Williams should tills season make an 
exhaustive Investigation of fishing 
conditions in tho North with a view 
to a rating being struck and ratified 
by both governments. 

This year the federal government 
Issued no rating but the temporary 
one established by British Columbia 
served the purpose In view — that of 
tho conservation of the northern 
fisheries — and as this province is in 
absolute control of the situation, tho 
absence of Dominion regulations j 
made no difference. However, the 
attitudo of certain canning Interests, | 
in the opinion of tho British Columbia 1 
authorities, made it desirable that the I 
province and dominion should join - 
in establishing a ra;ing. With both 
governments working hand in hand \ 
in this matter there could be no 
question of a clash of authority as 
between the two governments, a sit- 
uation some of tho cannery Interests 
are said to have viewed as possible. 

On Monday morning the Hon. Mr. 
Bowser received a telegram from Hon. 
Mr. Brodcur In which the later suit- 
ed that he had carefully considered 
tho question of adopting a satisfactory 
method of boat rating and lie had de- 
cided on tlie appointment of a regu- 
larly constituted commission, being 
prepared to appoint Messrs. Babcock 
and Williams, as Hon. Mr. Bowser 
had suggested. The appointment of 
these commissioners means, In effect, 
that the provincial and federal de- 
partments of llsherles will work to- 
gether to the common purpose of con- 
servation of the fisheries. 

Messrs. Babcock and Williams wi'l 
arrive at their rating following an in- 
spection of all tho cannerloH at Rivers 
Inlet, the Skcena and tho Naas. They 
will, In determining tho nature of 
their awards of boats, take Into con- 
sideration the location of packing 
plants, tho ago of the canneries, the 
number of lines of machinery operat- 
ed, tho total packs in tin: past and va- 
rious other considerations which bear 
upon the striking of a fair and equit- 
able rating. 

The sefcetion of Mr. Babcock as a 
commlKsoncr is anotiior high honor 
paid 'hat provincial official by tho 
Dominion Government, ho having 
once before been the recipient of the 
trust of the federal authorities when 
appointed a member of the Royal 
Commisslca on tfca salmon fisheries of 
rho Fra.-ser Rlvev 9so> buA' waters 
several years ago.

Combined Legislative ana Leg- 
al Talent of City Wrestle 
Grimly With Knotty Problem 

. —Owners May Have Say 



How old is Anne? 

As a puzzler, the above old-timo riddle 
has been a leader in its class, but its 
reputation has been bedinimed. Passo 
and outclassed, it must give place to a 
problem which is all Victoria's own. 
Now it is not the number of years which 
Annie could boast, but what shall the 
city council of this fair city do to solve 
tho muddlo which has arisen over the 
question of tho proper method or carry- 
ing out tho Fort street locul improve- 
ment plan, and particularly in just what 
manner shall tho property owners bo 
assessed for tho cost of widening opera- 
tions which it is proposed to undertake. 

The proposition of the city assessor to 
collect on tho frontage busls for tho 
cost of expropriation has boon turned 
down by tho owners, who deom It most 
Inoqultable, and the -council porforco 
must decide on soma other mothod. Just 
because of the tangle a spoclal meeting 
of tho streets committee was called for 
last evening, and for nearly two hours 
tho difficulty was discussed. 

By special requost tho city barrister 
was present to assist in the work of ar- 
riving at a decision. Tho city solicitor, 
who has been blamed in council meeting 
for his failure to Inform tho council and 
so allow It to run wild, so to speak, de- 
fended his course, and frankly told the 
city barrister that lie was right and the 
barrister wrong. 

Somo Differences 

Mayor Morley at first agreed with the 
suggestions advanced by tho barrister, 
and then proceeded to point out where, 
In his opinion, the barrister was at sea, 
and when the latter would mildly point 
out where ho felt he was right the so- 
licitor cited sections of the act and also 
precedent to show that neither tho 
barrister nor mayor knew the real diffi- 
culty to be met It was a species of 
throe cornered argument, during tho 
progress of which the balance of the 
board sat back evidently lost in wonder, 
love and praise, but also apparently 
wholly unablo, to grasp the fine legal 
points with which the causorlo bristled. 

As for tho members of the press, who 
were vainly attempting to follow the 
thread of the discourse, they finally 
came to the conclusion that all tho nico 
things Ills Worship has aforetime said 
of them were about right, and they 
patiently awaited tho verdict, conscious 
of their limitations. 

The majority of the aldermen pre- 
served a discreet silence, and they ono 
and nil hailed with delight a remark 
made towards tho end of the discussion 
by Alderman Langley, 1 - himself a lawyer, 
who admitted that ho could hardly come 
to any decision, but as tho matter ap-

But Mayor Morley could see where tho 
barrister's advice could bo pruned, trim- 
med, added to or subtrnctod from, with 
advantage and finally after a number of 
attempts to frame a resolution which 
would moct tho intentions of the board, 
the following, drafted by tho mayor, was 
evolved: "That tho City Engineer and 
Assessor be requested to prepare a tablo 
of assessmont on tho individual proper- 
ties on Fort street between Douglas and 
Cook streets, on the basis of the front- 
age tax for the street works entuiled and 
on the basis of the assessment roll for 
tho cost of contructlon and expropria- 
tion and compensation; also that tho 
property owners be invited to meet tho 
city council next Monday evening and 
talk the matter over, submit their views

At the commencement tho city bar-> 
rlster advised that a Judicial hearing be 
held at which tho ' owners could be 
heard as to their ideas of the best meth- 
od of levying the cost of widening and 
expropriation, and then an equitable 
basis could be doclded upon. This be- 
ing done, tho council would later bo in a, 
position to Justify itself should any 
excopU'on bo taken to tho method of; 
carrying o'tit tho work. As to whether 
the wor.k. should be dono under two by- 
laws, one for tho street Improvements 
and ono for the expropriation proceed- 
ings, or whether tho whole should.be 
contained in one bylaw was a question 
of policy and not of law, 

Mayor Morley pleaded lor a clean cut 
proposition in which the owners would 
have at least an approximate estimate of 
just what tho wholo improvement work 
is to cost Tho trouble was that they do 
not now know, and while the bylaw for 
the street improvements has been passed 
there is no reason to suppose that a by- 
law for the widonlng proposition would 
carry. 

Bluff and Mind Bonding? 

The city solicitor declared that tho by- 
law now passed was notice to tho owners 
that the roadway would bo widened, and 
If tho owners built to the old street lines 



they could not demand any greater dam- 
ages than if they lot thq city have the 
land unbuilt upon. 

Tho city barrister claimed that oven if 
a piece of land Is about to bo expropriat- 
ed tho owner may build upon it 

"But tho bylaw has been notice to 
thorn," declared the city solicitor. "We 
have thus given them good notice." 

"You may have bluffed thorn; but 
Hint's about all," opined the city bar- 
rister who claimed, that-tlia.,city. solicitor 
had evidently gone on the assumption 
that the Owners would agree to a courso 
of action relative to the assessment fdr 
expropriation, or in other: words, had 
bused his opinion on a mind reading pro- 
position, a rather weak stand from a 
legal standpoint. 

The.clty barrtstor pointed out that un- 
der the act there were several modes of 
assessing for expropriation, and he sug- 
gested that tho city engineer and ns- 
ossor prepare a report setting forth tho 
approximate cost to tho owners under 
each of these methods, and when the 
owners met tho council thoy could de- 
cldo upon tho mothod they thought best. 

But Mayor Morley thought it better to 
take but one or two of the methods of 
assessment which suited the council, and 
submit them to tho owners. If the lat- 
ter could not agree then tho work need 
not bo gone on with.

The city solicitor, - who saw his mode 
of procedure roundly condemned, here 
took occasion to mention that In tho past 
few years he had drawn bylaws calling 
for tho expenditure of over $2,000,000 on 
local improvement works, and these 
samo bylaws had been passed upon by 
the city barrister in his capacity -of legal 
advisor to the Bank of British North 
America, tho city's" bank, and also by 
eminent lawyers In ffle oast acting for 
the purchasers of the city's bonds, nnd 
why tho council should now become shy 
of hls'advlco ho fallod to understand. 

Finally, after a. suggestion of the 
solicitor."' that consideration,, of the 
mothod of assessing owjiors benefited 
by the work,' but outside its immediate 
vicinity had. thrown tho council almost 
into,. consternation because. of the possi- 
bility of more discussion, "Mayor Morley 
drafted ' the above -^resolution, which 
passed, the balance of tho board agree- 
ing not so much becauso thoy folt it was 
the best course, but because thoy did not 
really understand It, and any ' means of 
terminating tho discussion looked ex- 
ceedingly good to thorn. ,i <

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THE COMPANIES ACT. 

The principal topic of discussion at 
the Board, of Trade today will be the 
Companies Act. The claim Is made 
that the provisions of the Statute 
passed at the last session of the legis- 
lature are certain to prove a very 
serious handicap to business. It is al- 
leged that they place needless burdens 
upon private companies and will in- 
terfere with the business of extra- 
provincial companies to an extent that 
could not have been contemplated 
when the stntute was passed. We shall 
defer any comment upon the sections 
to which objection is taken until after 
they have been discussed at the Board, 
this reference being Intended only to 
emphasize the importance of a large 
attendance at the Board meeting this 
afternoon and a full debate. It may, 
however, not be amiss to make a few 
observation?, having a general applica- 
bility to the .-ubject. 

It Is desirab'ic that certain, restric- 
tions shall be thrown around the oper- 
ations of limited liability com- 
panies, for the reason that their lia- 
bility l:< limited. It is also desirable 
that rcai<l«:i. - a o! 1 1 1 i .s province doing 
business with such companies incorpo- 
rated elsewhere shall have some 
protection, but the legislature cannot 
have intended that these restrictions 
shall bo rnt-rous and In restraint of 
trade any further than is absolutely 
necessary for the protection of the 
public. We think also that the legisla- 
ture ought to distinguish between 
public and private companies. Of 
course all companies are In a sense 
of the term public. When we use the 
ter.n -private companies,' we adopt 
the language of Mr. Francis Beau- 
fort Palmer in his treatise on Company 
Preo_edents. s Ho says: "What mainly 
distinguishes a private company from 
other cohipaiies tinder the -Act 'a, that 
it ade's' n'-ot appeal to' the 'general pub- 
lic by prospectus or advertisement to 
subscribe : its capital. The capital is 
already there, or is ready, to be sub- 
scribed. .The shares are intended to be 
kept in 'a few hands; the control in 
fewer.". It is manifest that com- 
panies SO formed are, so far as per- 
sons dealing with them are concerned, 
very different from partnerships. It is 
right that the public should have the 
means of ascertaining the amount of 
their capital stock, the names of the 
holders of It and how much, if any, is 
due upon the subscriptions; but we are 
inclined to think that no good pur- 
pose is served by requiring such com- 
panies to lilc such statements as are 
proper In the case of public companies. 
In respect to the' latter, the various 
returns to be made to the government 
are intended quite as much for the 
protection of shareholders as for that 
o£ the general public, and a very dif- 
ferent set of reasons is applicable to 
them. 

In respect to extra-provincial com- 
panies doing business in this province, 
ii i.-< undoubtedly Important that the 
jni'ollc. should have some measure of 
protection. Such Companies ought not 
to be placed in a more favorable po- 
sition than provincial companies, and 
although in ninety-nine cases out of 
a hundred a person dealing with a 
company is governed by Its general 
repute and does not look to its filed 
returns for information, the returns 
are on file for those to Inspect who 
may so desire. The legislature can- 
not make a man look up returns; all 
it can do Is to see that they are avail- 
nblo for inspection. But it is obvious 
that these wise provisions ought not 
to be so framed as to interfere with 
legitimate trade. There is a Just 
medium in such matters that ought to 
bo observed in legislation. An extra- 
provincial company, which may seek 
credit in the province, is or ought to 
bo in a different position from a com- 
pany which simply aecks to sell its 
yoods, and if tho legislature has not 
discriminated between •them, the 
Companies Act can hardly have car- 
ried out tho intentions of that body. 

For the present we dismiss the sub- 
ject with these general observations, 
which may or may not be 
of . some value to ' those per- 
sons who shall address them- 
selves to the discussion of the statute 
ut today's meeting of tho Board, if, 
us is very likely, views will bo pre- 
sented during that discussion 'chat call 
for emphasis or comment ,\ve shall re- 
fer to tho subject again. 

DUAL LANGUAGE 

Tho Quebec Legislature haa passed 
an Act declaring that all railway tick- 
ets and Bills of Lading shall be print- 
ed in both French and English. Tho 
measure was introduced by Mr. Ann- 
and Lavergno, who is a follower of 
Mr, Bourassa and an ultra French 
Nationalist. There is some do.jbt us 



to JUBt what the new law means, that 
Is whether It requires tickets and bills 
of lading to be In both languages or 
In elthor of them. Mr. Lavergne said 
it meant the former; other members 
said It meant the latter. We can see 
soma reasons why a railway ticket for 
use in Quebec might advantageously 
be In both languages. Even in Que- 
bec for local uso a ticket in French 
can hardly be necessary, for the names 
of places are the same in both lan- 
guages, and that after all is the only 
important thing about a railway 
ticket. Nevertheless we see no good 
reason why local railway tickets in 
Quebec should not be printed in both 
languages. When It comes to Bills 
of Lading we are on a different ground. 
A Bill of Lading is a commercial docu- 
ment, and really sets forth a con- 
tract. For purely local purposes it is 
not unreasonable to ask that a ship- 
per should receive a Bill of Lading 
in the language which he or his con- 
signee understands, that is to say in 
a province where the major part of 
the population speaks French, | and 
this plan is, we understand, very gen- 
erally followed in Quebec; but to seek 
to make such a provision obligatory, 
and to compel a shipper to accept a 
Bill of Lading in French as well as in 
English seems an imposition. A Bill of 
Lading to be of any value must be 
signed by the shipper, and to force u 
man to sign one printed in a lan- 
guage that he does not understand is 
In the last degree unreasonable. Mo 
one Is so absurd us to object to the 
use of French in commercial trans- 
actions, but for the legislature of 
Quebec to endeavor to force its use 
upon Tngllsh-speaking people Is go- 
ing a little too far. 

PIONEER DAYS 

The pioneers of Washington are 
holding a convention this week. Tho 
Post-Intelligencer referring to it 
says: 

Among those who are in attendance 
upon tho meeting are men still vig- 
orous and stalwart, who were pion- 
eers In every sense of the word, who 
blazed tho original trails, who crossed 
the plains by ox team, who found the 
passes across the mountains, who cut 
tho way for their wagons and teams, 
and who made the first settlements in 
this country. 

When we think upon what the State 
of Washington now is, the significance 
of tho above words " seems great In- 1 
deed; Our contemporary goes on to 
say that in attendance at the conven- 
tion are men who saw the axes first 
laid to the trees where Seattle now 
stands. There must, therefore, be 
many who recall when tho foundations 
of Tacoma arid every other town and 
city in tho state, except perhaps Van- 
couver,/ \y era laid. Vancouver was 
founded by the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany in 1828, and it is hardly possible 
that any person's are now living in the 
State who recall when this was done. 
Olympln, the. capital, dates from 1816; 
the first- settlers reached Seattle in 
1850; Walla Walla dated from 1857; 
Belllngham, or "Whatcom as It used to 
be called, "from 1S52; Port Townsend 
from 1851; Tacoma from 1868, and 
Spokane from 1873. Less than 12,000 
people lived In the whole state in 
I860; now there must be more than 
one hundred times that number. This 
Is n wonderful record for half a cen- 
tury even in this progressive West, 
especially when we consider that the 
greater part of tho Increase has come 
about during the past ten years. The 
marvellous story of the State of Wash- 
ington ought to bo. an inspiration to 
the people of British Columbia.

Vic- 
torians do not suffer much inconveni- 
ence from the United States regtda- 
tlons, because they have an oppor- 
tunity of satslfying the representa- 
tive of that country before they em- 
bark upon the ferry 'Steamers. They 
may look upon it as a good deal of 
an imposition that they should be 
compelled to answer the Interroga- 
tories of that ollicer, and as a matter 
of fact ' they are not compelled to do 
so. The examination is for their own 
convenience, and to a certain extent 
for the convenience of the steamship 
companies, which naturally do not 
wish to carry passengers over to Se- 
attle and then bring them back for 
nothing. But it seems as if it ought 
not to be beyond the ingenuity of the 
officers of both countries to devise 
some plan whereby the Inconvenience 
to travellers would be reduced to a 
minimum. 



A Boston newspaper complains that 
patriotism Is dying out ami cites as 
evidence on the point tho fact that 
patriotic monuments are not as re- 
spected as they once were by the peo- 
ple. We think the conclusion Is not 
a necessary one. There stands on 
Boston Common a noble Soldiers' 
Monument. Probably few of the 
thousands of people who pass It daily 
give it a second thought. Most of 
them were born since the War of 
Secession, and the monument does 
not make any direct appeal to thorn. 
Mark Twain's account of an alleged 
visit of. himself and a party to the 
Columbus relics is cited as a tine 
sample of American humor, and so 
It Is. On the face of it thero Is a 
flagrant disregard of the greatness of 
the Genoese nuvlgator and his epoch- 
making achievement. But no ono for 
a moment supposes that Mark Twain 
belittled the man or his work. We 
cannot expect tho present generation 
to grow maudlin even over "The Men 
of Massachusetts, who died for their 
country." If they did wo would bo 
disposed to question ..either their san- 
ity or their sincerity. There are two 
tests of patriotism. Ono Is readiness 
to do deeds of the kind to' commemor- 
ate which monuments are erected; 
the other is to discharge faithfully tho 
every day responsibilities of citizen- 
ship. When occasion demanded the 
former, the youth of tne United States 
lived up to the best records of their 
fathers; we do not believe the poo- 
pie are less faithful in the latter re- 
spect than those who preceded them. 
Some people, however, are unable to 
recognize patriotism unless It Is as- 
sociated with a brass band and tho 
waving of Hugs, although boisterous 
eloquence sometimes servos tho pur- 
pose as well, ,

Victoria High School Teachers Return 
From Vancouver Where Association : 
Was Organized. 

Mr. Smith, the accredited delogate, : 
and Messrs. Cann and Burris, Inter- 
ested attendants from Victoria, have^ 
returned from the organization and, 
establishment meeting of the High; 
School Teachers' Association, of Bri- 
tish Columbia just held at Vancouver, 
the meeting being thoroughly repre- 
sentative as those High School teach- 
ers of the province who were unable 
to - present sent messages express- 
ing full sympathy with the aim of the 
organization, which is to further the 
professional interests of High School 
teachers and increase the general ef- 
ficiency of those composing the teach- 
ing staffs of secondary schools. The 
■proposed constitution was submitted 
for consideration, discussed and finally 
adopted, with a few slight amend- 
ments. Membership is open to all men 
or women actually engaged in the 
High Schools of British Columbia. A 
business meeting is to bo held annual- 
ly during the week ln which tho pro- 
vincial teachers' convention is held 
and. whenever possible, at tho same 
place 

For purposes of organization the 
province has been divided into four 
sections, viz: Vancouver Island, Van- 
couver New Westminster and outlying 
districts; Kamloops and adjacent dis- 
trict; Nelson and nearby points. For 
each division a vice-president and 
secretary have been appointed, these 
in turn subject to tho controlling 
authorities which Is vested ln the 
general officers, who were appointed 
as follows: Honorary president, Mr. 
Stramberlc, New Westminster; hon- 
orary vice-president,' Mrs. H. E. 
Young, Victoria; president, Mr. Thorn. 
Pattison, Vancouver; first vice-presi- 
dent, Mr. Smith, Victoria; secretary- 
treasurer, Mr. Suter, Vancouver, with 
officers for the four sections as under. 
District I. — First vice-president, Mr. 
Smith, Victoria; secretary, Miss Bur- 
ris, Victoria. District II. — Vive-presi- 
dent, Mr. McMillan; secretary, Mss 
McNiven, both of New "Westminster. 
District III. — Vice-president, Mr, Mat- 
thews, Kainloops; secretary, Miss Mc- 
Naughton, Kelowna. District IV. — 
Vice-president, Mr. Fraser, Nelson; 
secretary, Mr. Clothier, Rossland.. 



FOR WIDER WALK'S 



Council Decides on Width of Twenty 
Feet for Douglas Street, 



The width of the sidewalks on both 
sides of Douglas street from Humbolt 
street to Flsguard street, will be made 
twenty feet. This was finally decided 
upon at last night's meeting of the 
streets committee, and tho difference 
of opinion between tho mayor and tho 
council on the (luestiou of sidewalk 
width hus been settled. The mayor 
advocated a walk of sixteen feet In 
width, while the council wanted 
twenty feet the engineer having sug- 
gested that width. The mayor claim- 
ed that since the widest part of tho 
'existing walks is sixteen feet the nar- 
rower portions should be niado to that 
width uniCormily, and he claimed that 
the owners could not be called upon 
to pay anything for widening tho 
walks to any greater width than the 
widest part of the existing walkB. 

But tho city barrister has given It 
as his opinion that since no mention 
has been made in tho by-law provid- 
ing for tho Douglas street improve- 
ment scheme no money under that 
measure can be spent on walks at all. 
Thus tho question ot how the widen- 
ing work was to be paid for arose last 
night. The mayor asked if, where ln 
some cases the walk will have to be 
widened four feet, In others six feet, 
etc., the cost will be distributed over 
the wholo work or shall each owner 
have to pay for the amount of work 
done in front of his own premises. 

Tho city solicitor referring to tho 
streets by-law stated that the owners 
fan be made to pay the cost of each 
part benefitting his own property, and 
not only that, but if the owner re- 
fuses to havo the work done tho city 
can step In, do the work, and charge 
tho owner -who must pay within 30 
days. 

Tho city barrister upheld the soli- 
citor on this point, and tho committee 
deckled to go ahead and order the 
work proceeded with at once, the width 
to be twenty foot.

Here and There 



Those of us who live in the cities 
of this 'province are apt to forget that 
British Columbia must be settled and 
developed in very m'uch 'the same way 
us tho older provinces, have been. 
Farms cannot bo made without hard 
work. Land must be cleared and 
the soil cultivated now, us- always, 
by the sweat of the brow. It is true, 
modern appliances and modern me- 
thods may make the task of over- 
coming tho wilderness easier. But 
great fortunes are not to be rapidly 
made from tho farm or tho orchard. 
Nature works slowly, and tho man or 
woman who would aid her must be 
patient. And yet, if this province is 
ever to become a great siute it will 
be because in its valleys and pluitis 
and oven on its mountain sides thero 
Is a people strong, Industrious and 
persevering which has won from the 
land the reward it is ever ready to 
yield to those who love it. 

But this will not be accomplished 
by the expenditure of money alone. 
The young man and woman who se- 
cure a farm, large or small as their 
circumstances permit, must expect to 
work hard both with hand and brain, 
if the land is to yield Its increase to 
them and to their children. These 
children must be early taught to per- 
iorm the tasks to which their strength 
is equal. Life need not and should 
not be drudgery on the fnrm, but it 
must In remote districts be lonely 
and dlllteult. It is seldom, however, 
that there is not more lime for 
thought ami reading In the country 
than is usually found In city life. 

In our province pioneering has 
scarcely begun. Have we among our 
own people the material of which 
pioneers, are made'.' In the past con- 
tury the curly settlers who won their 
way to prosperity slowly but surely 
came from the British Isles and from 
the United States. Are wo to believe 
those who tell us that there no longer 
exists among the people ot Great Bri- 
tain tlie sturdy independence and the 
stubborn Industry to which the east- 
ern provinces owe their fertile farms 
and fruitful orchards? Have the 
descendants of these old settlers who 
boast of their enterprise lost the vir- 
tues without which enterprise must 
in the end failY We cannot believe 
that they have, for In that case no 
laws can prevent the heritage upon 
which we have entered fulling at last 
into the hands of those strangers who 
submit to the edict given of old "In 
the sweat of thy face shalt thou eat 
bread." 

There is a solution of tho servant 
question, which, perhaps because It 
lies so near ut hand women do not as 
a rule. see. The very rich can al- 
ways obtain what help they need. The 
service may not bu as good as they 
desire, but it is adequate. It Is 
among those who; -while they are in 
comfortable circumstances, must yet 
look carefully after their expenditure, 
that the need Is the greatest. Such 
parents educate their children cuteful- 
ly and then send the boys to learn 
trades and the girls to teach, to learn 
stenography, or, In rarer cases, to ac- 
quire some handicraft. Fifty years 
ago these girls would have remained 
at home till they were married. Spin- 
ning, weaving, sewing, and cooking, 
with a certain amount of recreation, 
would have fully occupied their time. 
Time has changed all this. Many of 
these occupations arc no longer found 
in the home. No one now would 
wear a homespun dress much less a 
homomade suit of clothes. The art 
of shirt-muking Is a lost one, and in 
cities much of the washing and iron- 
ing is sent to the laundry. But, 
though many of the employments of 
the old days have gone to the fac- 
tory or other lnrge business estab- 
lishments, there is still plenty of work 
even in humble homes for two pairs 
of very busy hands. 

Our homes are larger than they 
used to be, and no mistress of a home 
would be content witli the scanty fur- 
niture which, half a century ago, was 
the pride of the hearts of our grand- 
mothers. There are those who say 
that our rooms are foolishly crowded 
with ornaments which artistic skill 
and facilities for manufacture have 
placed within the reach of all. How- 
ever that may be, the keeping of a 
modern house In perfect order Is no 
easy task. 

Cooking lias grown no easier In the 
course of years. There is a greater 
variety of material to choose from, 
but no less skill is needed In the pre- 
paration of meals while, as a rule, 
they must bo served more daintily. 

Babies In these days require at 
least as much care as in former ones, 
boys wear out their clothes as quick- 
ly, while quite as many stitches are 
needed to keep the girls trim and 
neat. Little ones must be amused 
and soothed and managed oven more' 
diligently than was thought necessary 
formerly. 

On the other hand, the Introduction 
Into our houses of hot and cold water 
and many modern inventions and con- 
veniences, not the least of which is 
tho telephone and electric light, has 
taken from household labor much of 
its drudgery. Why then should not at 
least one girl In every homo choose 
to stay at home and help her mother? 
Why should three or four sisters think 
it necessary that each of them should 
serve others when mother and father, 
sisters una brothers need the help 
which no one can give as well as she? 
Why should parents deny themselves 
as they so often do tho comfort and 
delight of a daughter's service and 
companionship? 

Many a weary overworked mother 
will say, 'We cannot hope to have 
much to leave our children and the 
girls as well as the boys must be able 
to provide for themselves when we are 
gone." Yes, but who Is better able to 
provide for herself should tho days 
come when youth Is past than the 
skilled housewife? .For her services 
there Is always a demand, and tho 
clay Is fast approaching when the 
woman who can perform them well 
will bo deemed worthy of high honor. 

But, we know that in this country, 
nurse and teacher, stenographer and 
clerk as well ns all kinds of needle- 
women are likely in the endi to find 
homes of their own. Who so fitted to 
make a good wife for a good man as 
the girl who has been her mother's 
right hand and the light of hor own 
home? . 

The girl, who chooses this vocation 
or who in obedience to the call of duty 
fills It, must not bo in any- sense a 



Cinderella. No advantage of educa- 
tion which her parents can ' afford 
should be denied her, and the wage 
earners of the ramily must see that 
she Is as independent as any of them. 
No woman who has worked for others 
will doubt that the girl In a happy 
home, even where her duties are 
many and onerous, lias great advan- 
tages, not the least of which is the 
sympathy and companionship of her 
mother. 

It Is to be hoped that the library 
commissioners will find It possible In 
the near future to lnstul a good chil- 
dren's department, it is greatly need- 
ed. Just now the children should 
spend every moment they can spare 
from their lessons out of doors. But 
when the holidays come with their 
long quiet summer ■il'lemoons there 
Will be much reading done. Stories 
for which there was not time during 
the busy weeks' that are past will bo 
hunted up, and will be found a source 
of delight. Everything possible should 
he done to encourage this habit of 
reading. It is a possession of youth 
that will not be lost In future years. 
But the choice of the readers needs 
guidance. This, all parents cannot 
give. Besides, there are many excel- 
lent books which many of them can- 
not afford to buy, or what Is the same 



Is only a beginning.. It Is to he hoped 
that the annual public -meeting of tho 
society to be hoid on Tuesday ot next 
week (June 14th) will be well attend- 
ed by all who take an Interest in chil- 
dren. It must ' never be' forgotten by 
good fathers and mothers that in 
caring for neglected and delinquent 
children they are safeguarding their 
own homes. The Children's Aid So- 
ciety needs working as w.S', or rather 
more, than supporting members.] 
Money will do much, but interest and! 
sympathy will do more. All are need- 1 
ed if we are to keep our children as i 
good ns they should be in a city where 
the natural advantages for a whole- 
some life, are so many.

her and beached her. After patches 
were put over her wounds she was 
towed to the Nagasaki dock and re- 
paired, being later fitted up as an 
auxiliary cruiser to light against. Ro-

t LETTERS TO EDITOR 



Mayor Morloy's Plea. 

Sir — Mayor Morloy's letter in Wed- 
nesday's issue of tho Colonist recalls 
the incident of the Irish juryman who 
after vainly arguing for hours with the 
balanco of tho Jury indignantly ex- 
claimed: "Bejabers, an ye'r tho stub- 
born lot o' spalpeen.-;," Mayor Morley 
always, nccording to his own idea is 
right. Take tho case of tho Douglas 
street sidewalk: The engineer recom- 
mended 20-feet walks, the aldermen 
unanimously agreed, and as far as I 
can learn, I am speaking by tho book 
when I say that 90 per cent, of the 
property owners interested are agroea-. 
bio to the change, but Mayor Morley 
has another "idea," 'and ho Insists that 
nolciis voletts tho engineer's proposal 
shall not be carried out "oven If he has 
1o veto tho resolution! And this Is 
what (to cull a phrase from tho letter 
of an admirer of Mr. Morley's) "the 
curley-headed Englishman" himself de- 
scribes in his letter in this morning's 
Colonist as "fighting for principle which 
ho has evolved from a close study and 
at least somo experience to add to a 
technical education." I quoto Mr. Mor- 
ley's own words. 

Fighting for principles forsooth, and, 
incidentally, If Mayor Morley has mado 
such a closo atduy of and has had such 
an amount of experience as he says ho 
has had, why did ho allow tho proposed 
widening of Fort street, to fall into tho 
disgraceful muddle it is now in. And 
the same question can bo asked with 
respect to at least half a dozen other 
civic problems. To my mind .Vuclgo 
Gregory's comments on Mayor Morley's 
attempt to flim-flam the Country club 
covers tho wholo scope of his wor- 
ship's methods as applied to public 
business and it Is quite likely that if 
in placo of "tho oloso study" to which 
tho mayor rofors he would apply a lit- 
tle common senso every day business 



principles to the conduct of the city's 
affairs, more progress would be made 
with loss friction. Again, if Mayor 
Morley is tho conscientious worker for 
the Rood of the community that he 
would have the ratepayers believe he is 
why is it that lie has persistently re- 
ferred to several proposed improve- 
ments, notably the widening of Fort 
street, as "real estate booming" tactics 
— perhaps they tire but it scorned to me 
that when the projects were first pro- 
posed the remark was very much out 
of place and entirely uncalled for as 
corning from his worship. 

Take the matter of a revision of tho 
assessment or rather the proposal to 
appoint two or threo independent ex- 
perts to assist Mr, Northcott In mak- 
ing up this year's roll. At a meeting of 
tho council held shortly after tho new 
board took office I called attention to 
tho matter and asked the mayor 
whether ho Intended to carry out the 
proposal which had been made by last 
year's council. The mayor stated that 
he did. A few months later I again 
brought up the subject and was In- 
formed by the mayor, with that air 
of superior knowledge which suits him 
so well and which is more or less dis- 
concerting to one who lias not made "a 
special study" of the occult mysteries 
of civic administration, that In due 
course ho would have the matter at- 
tended to, Now, at the eleventh hour, 
he lias asked the council to decide 
whether or not It Is advisable to have 
such a commission. Tho council on 
Monday night suggested Mr. Forman 
ami Mr. Dean, and I am informed by 
tho former that as only a fow days (in- 
stead of months as I proposed) inter- 
vened until tho closing of the rolls ho 
had decided that the task Is Impossi- 
ble. 

At this juncture I may bo permitted 
to refer to my own experience in try- 
ing to deal with civic matters in what 
I conceived to be my line of duty. Ter- 
hays I was too green to judge wisely 
when wo had a "curly-headed English- 
man" to guide our inexperienced steps, 
but at the outset of tny term I used at 
all meetings of tho streets and bridges 
committee make a polite attempt to 



draw attention to matters that had 
come under my own personal observa- 
tion that seemed to me to need look- 
ing after. The last lew times, almost 
before I had finished speaking, Mr. 
Mayor, who no doubt had "ideas," would 
break In with tin- abrupt uqestion, ad- 
dressed to the engineer, "Is there any- 
thing new to report, Mr. Engineer?" It 
seoms 10 me that an alderman by keep- 
ing an eye on works being carried on 
in his own ward would likely exercise 
an influence for good, but Mr. Morley's 
"closo study" seemingly did not lead to 
the samo conclusion. I merely mention 
these incidents to show that in the very 
fundamental principles of civic govern- 
ment and In small mattors at that, how 
great a variance there Is between 
Mayor Morley's theories and his prac- 
tices. There are many other moro 
glaring Instances that I could quote. 
Nor has my experiences on the alder- 
manic board been unique, for to give 
Mayor Morley his duo when "seized" 
(to uso one of his own pet expressions) 
of one of Ids "Ideas" he plays no fa- 
vorites — all aldermen look allko to him. 

Tho mayor's benlflcent reference to 
tho pitfalls that beset tho path of the 
newly-elected and Inexperienced mem- 
bers of a governing board no doubt nro 
entitled to due consideration, but again 
I sny with all confidence that a little 
common senso and less theorizing as 
applied to city business will go a long 
way to obviate tho difficulty.

Fort George, geographically and 
strategically the hub of British Co- 
lumbia, is the focal point of the pres- 
ent colonization and industrial inrush. 
It. was founded in 1806, when John 
Stuart and Simon Fraser, those hardy 
explorers, erected there a trading 
. post, naming it after the reigning 
sovereign. In. those primitive days, the 
gold of ,' the . country was extracted 
through the medium of Its furs; placer 
mining placed its stamp upon the 
second. Cariboo era; quartz mining and 
agricultural and horticultural industry 
are to mark the epoch now dawning. 
Room for a Million People 
"There Is room for a million people 
in this country with Fort George as 
- Its centre, - with a chance for them all 
to prosper and help build up a self- 
contained Canadian nation," wrote 
that journalistic pioneer, John' Hous- 
ton, to a friend, after his first inves- 
tigation of the land. "It looks to mo 
as though one of the great cities of 
America is to grow right here, and so 
here I, stay to help In the gardening. 

Government surveys have establish- 
ed the fact that tho country surround- 
ing Fort George contains hundreds 
upon hundreds of thousands of acres 
well adapted to the purposes of mixed 
farming ,of fruit raising in a limited 
degree, of cattle and horse raising and 
sheep grazing, with insatiable mar- 
kets for the products of these related 
industries, either eact or west, and 
ah assxrrance of early and economical 
transportation facilities to bring these 
markets in touch. 

Climatic conditions and the nature 
of tho soil, according to Mr. J. M. 
Bledsoe, M. E., who has just returned 
from the district, are good, the weath- 
er in winter, though cold, being dry, 
and tho soil fertile. Mineral lodes 
bearing gold and copper are frequent, 
giving testimony to the richness of tho 
country ! n minerals. Mr. Bledsoe 
found that early settlers have been 
successful with both fruits and veg- 
etables to a marked degree. Lack of 
transportation has, in the past, retard- 
ed the development of the country, 
but with the near advent of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific Railway, and the build- 
ing up of the water transportation 
routes thlse will b obviated. The 
navigable waterways of the Cariboo 
are greater than those of Washington, 
Oregon and California combined. Five 
steamers are already plying tho waters 
of the district. 

Wild Game is Abundant

ly moose and the grizzly helng found 
in numbers.

tion us may bo found necessary ho 
made to enable the commission to 
cope with their Increased duties. 
To tho Railways. 
"2— to the Railways: That they 
facilitate the work Of the Commission 
by having their schedules so arranged 
and the reason therefore so clearly set 
forth as to require the least possible 
time to comprehend their scope and 
bearing and that the officials^ of the 
railways acquaint the shippers more 
fully with the reasons for freight ad- 
vances. 

To the Shippers. 

That they look upon the railroads 
precisely as they would look upon any 
other concern for whose solvency the 
management and not tho government 
Is responsible. A going concern mils', 
havo an adequate revenue. The pres 
ent problemi Involves not : merely the 
amount which the railways shall re- 
ceive for carrying a consignment but 
its ability to carry It at.all. -It em- 
braces, not alone the 'transportation ef- 
ficiency but general prosperity. We 
suggest to the heads of freight paying 
enterprises that they study this ques- 
tion at first hand In tho broadest way.

We contemplate with grave 
anxiety the possibility of undue re- 
striction or railway revenues. Ours Is 
not the plea of a .special Interest, 
whose property we would purchase at 
tho expense of other Interests or of 
the general public. If our product Is 
not bought, the commerce of tho 
country cannot be efficiently carried 
If our men are wholly or partly off 
the pay roll, tho stoppage of their out- 
lays communicates Itself to million!) 
more who make or sell them necessi- 
ties. 

"As the basis of our belief in tho 
necessity of increased revenues for 
the railroads we submit: Either the 
railroads stand alone among all other 
business enterprises In their ability to 
meet universal Increases In cost of la- 
bor and material, without advancing 
tho price of what they have to sell 
or else advance In rates is neces- 
sary."

Dr. Sedgwick, Walter Paul and Pete 
Lyle. 

Dr. C. W. Gordon, made an appeal 
for a committee to devise means for 
securing men for tho home, mission 
fields In the west and he attacked the 
methods of the theological colleges. 

"In the next five years," he said, 
"we will need from 800 to 1,000 more 
men to undertake the work of the 
west if we are not to fall down before 
it." 

The tremendous growth of the west 
was pictured by Dr. Gordon, 400,000 
of an Immigration being expjeted this 
year and the likelihood of 3,000,000 to 
5,000,000 more people in the west than 
there are today.. 

"This year," said he "we aro get- 
ting only 57 men out of the colleges 
and not one of them for the west, 
needing 250 men . this year and with 
1,200 vacant posts. Dr. Gordon told 
the assembly that he considered this 
the most solemn thing with which it 
had to deal. The theological colleges 
seem to have broken down. They nre 
not meeting the needs of the case 
though they cost $250,000 a year. Ho 
thought the same plan and the same 
professors should do far more. Ho 
did not see why every college pro- 
fessor and college man should not get 
right Into the campaign. . If the' halls 
were overflowing It would be differ- 
ent, but when we know that In somo 
colleges there are almost more pro- 
feSHOia than students, he thought 
college men' should '"got on to their 
Job" and dig up men. 

Dr. Gordon proceeded to attack the 
curriculum of the colleges. Latin, 
Greek and Hebrew are important hut 
a more important thing Is tho preach- 
ing of the Gospel. Courses might bo 
shortened to make It less of a burden 
to get through.

NO JURISDICTION 

United States Will Not Investigate 
Charges Against Steel Cor- 
poration. 

WASHINGTON, D.C., June S— At- 
torney-General Wickersham has ad- 
vised Samuel Gompers, president of 
the American 'Federation of Labor, 
that the Department of Justice has 
no jurisdiction over the assaults, bat- 
teries and acts of oppression which 
aro alleged in the Federation's charges 
against the United States Steel Cor- 
poration. Those acts, the Attorney- 
General declares, are within the jur- 
isdiction of the separate States in 
whicli they may have been committed. 

An Investigation of the legality of 
the steel corporation which the Fed- 
eration charges to be a monopoly In 
restraint of trade, the Attorney-Gen- 
eral declines to undertake, if at all, 
until the Supreme Court of tho United 
States has determined tho Govern- 
ment's cases against the Standard Oil 
Company and the American Tobacca 
Company.
